B&O RAILROAD STATION IN 
OAKLAND — As a place of business, 
this dates from 1851, though the 
present building was erected in 1884. 
Even so, it is one of the oldest stations 
in the country. With the current 
enthusiasm for old railroads, attention 
might well be drawn to this place. 


BEAR CREEK FISH REARING 
STATION — The history of Garrett 
County is associated with trout 
fishing. From the early 19th century 
on, sportsmen have come to the area — 
after trout. Many records of phenom- 
enal catches still exist. At the Bear 
Creek Rearing Station, visitors can see 
the future catches in all stages of 
growth, from fingerlings up to four- 
teen-inch prizes. It is a very popular 
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place. The pools are located in a green 
glade with large trees and visitors may 
picnic if they wish. 


BOATING — Nearly every type of 
boat from sailboat to speedster can be 
seen on Deep Creek Lake. Marinas and 
boat launching areas charge a very 
nominal fee to put you and your boat 
on the water and ready for fun. All 
marinas have boats available for rental. 
Prices vary according to the size of the 
boat. Sailing on the lake is exceptional 
with several marinas offering sailboat 
rentals. 


Row boats only are permitted on 
the lakes at Herrington Manor State 
Park, New Germany State Park and 
Savage River Reservoir. Rentals are 
available from the park superintendent 
at Herrington Manor and New 
Germany. 


The following are the Department 
of Natural Resources regulations appli- 
cable to Deep Creek Lake: 


1. All vessels on said lake shall 
carry one Coast Guard approved life 
preserver, buoyant vest, ring buoy or 
buoyant cushion, for each person on 
board. 


2. No vessel, exceeding thirty (30) 
feet in length shall be operated on said 
lake. Length shall be determined by 
measuring the greatest overall length 
stem to stern. 


3. No vessel, other than an author- 
ized patrol vessel, shall use a siren on 
said lake.

No houseboat of any description 
shall be permitted on the waters of 
said lake. 


5. No garbage, sewage, or other 
like waste material may be dumped, 
discharged or otherwise placed in the 
waters of said lake from any vessel. 


6. No vessel, except those manu- 
ally propelled, shall be operated from 
yellow buoys which designate wharves, 
piers, docks and bathing beaches on 
said lake, except for departure and 
landing. The positioning of said buoys 
on the waters ‘of the lake shall be 
determined by the Game and Inland 
Fish Commission. 


7. No aircraft of any description 
shall be permitted to land, remain or 
take off from the waters of said lake 
without written permission first having 
been secured from the Game and 
Inland Fish Commission and the Penn- 
sylvania Electric Company. 


8. Running lights must be carried 
after dark. 


9. Water Skiing: No person shall 
operate any  machinery-propelled 
vessel for the purpose of towing a 
person or persons on water skis or 
aquaplane or similar device unless the 
operator of the boat is at least twelve 
(12) years of age and there is in the 
vessel another person at least twelve 
years of age to observe the progress of 
the person being towed. No towing 
shall take place between the hours of 
sunset and sunrise. 


10. All boats must display proper 
boat registration numbers which must 
be at least three inches high and a 
color which will contrast with the 
background. 


BRADDOCK’S TRAIL — Not far 
from the present Rt. 40 _ passing 
through the northern part of Garrett 
County is Braddock’s Trail. In 1755 
General Braddock’s army built the 
road from Cumberland, Maryland to 
the Great Meadows, near Uniontown, 
Pa. Accompanied by a young officer 
named George Washington, Braddock’s 
army marched to the battle which 
ended in a crushing defeat near the 
present city of Pittsburgh. At this time 
the original Braddock’s Trail is being 
identified and will be marked accord- 
ingly in conjunction with the United 
States Bi-Centennial in 1976. 


CAMPING — Campers have long 
enjoyed the wide-open spaces of 
Garrett County’s great outdoors. 
Whether you prefer tent, trailer or 
open-air camping, you'll find just what 
you are looking for in Garrett County. 
A complete listing of camping areas 
can be found under ‘‘Campsites’’ in 
the index of this booklet.

Deep 
Creek Lake State Park will accept 
two-week reservations with an $8 
deposit and a charge of $3.50 per 
night. Weeks run from Saturday to 
Saturday. 


All except Big Run have sanitary 
facilities, including showers. Reserva- 
tions are accepted at some privately 
owned areas. 


CASSELMAN BRIDGE — The 
Casselman Bridge is located just east of 
Grantsville along Route 40. The his- 
toric stone arch bridge, built in 1813, 
was at one time the longest single span 
bridge in the country. The stone 
structure was once part of the 
National Pike running between Cum- 
berland and Wheeling, West Virginia. It 
provided an improved method of 
transportation for both passengers and 
freight. 


Closed to traffic in 1953, the bridge 
was restored with funds made available 
by the State of Maryland. In 1964 the 
Department of the Interior designated 
the bridge a Registered Historical 
Landmark. A picnic area with fire- 
places and other facilities has been 
developed alongside the bridge. 


The scenic beauty of the bridge and 
Casselman River makes a beautiful 
setting for a summer cookout or out- 
door get together. 


CASSELMAN HOTEL — The 
Casselman Hotel also commemorates 
the great days of the National Pike. 
The hotel, still in operation, was first 
opened as the Drover’s Inn in 1824. 
Many of the early features of the 
building have been preserved; to the 
modern traveler, the hotel offers all of 
the modern conveniences. The hotel 
has been in operation for 150 years. It 
is one of the outstanding landmarks 
within Garrett County’s boundaries.

IN OAKLAND — All three of the

THE COVE — Traveling on Route 
219, you can see a panoramic view of 
one of the finest farming districts in 
the area. At a 2,800 feet elevation on 
the highway, the cove appears to be a 
huge amphitheatre, surrounded on all 
sides by mountain ranges. Farms are 
laid out in contour strips. During the 
spring, summer and fall, an artist’s 
painting could not be more pictur- 
esque. 


CRAFTS — In recent years there 
has been a resurgence in the popularity 
of original crafts and handcrafted 
items. There are several places in 
Garrett County which serve as outlets 
to the many area craftsmen. All places 
are open to the public and you are 
encouraged to visit and see examples 
of original handcrafted items. Demon- 
strations of various crafts are also 
scheduled throughout the year, Appa- 
lachian Woodworkers, between 
McHenry and Friendsville, Pen Alps, at 
Grantsville and the Appalachian Shop 
in McHenry serve as focal points for 
the local craft industry. Examples of

THE CRANESVILLE SUB- 
ARCTIC SWAMP ON THE 
YOUGHIOGHENY — One of the 
greatest natural phenomena of the 
state of Maryland, the Cranesville sub- 
arctic swamp, is a silent testimony to 
time. A swamp covering some eight 
acres, it produces growth normally to 
be found only in the Arctic regions. It 
is of particular interest to geologists 
and biologists because of the many 
rare species of flora contained therein. 
It has drawn public attention and its 
uniqueness has caused the Department 
of the Interior to name it a Natural 
Historic Landmark. 


CROSS COUNTRY SKIING — The 
newest winter sport in the area is cross 
country skiing. Also known as Nordic 
skiing or ski touring, it combines 
skiing with the pleasures of hiking. 
With over 75,000 acres of public land, 
Garrett County is a haven for cross 
country ski enthusiasts.

DEEP CREEK YACHT CLUB ON 
TURKEY NECK — During the season, 
races held every Saturday and Sunday 
can be seen from vantage points below 
the Glendale Bridge. Maryland State 
Rebel, Snipe and Flying Scot Champi- 
onships are annually held at Deep 
Creek Lake. (One of America’s fore- 
most designers chose Garrett County 
as his home! The Flying Scot’s de- 
signer, Gordon K,. Douglass, also 
designed the Thistle and the High- 
lander.) An invitational event, the 
Deep Creek Yacht Club Regatta, is 
held each year. 


DEER PARK — Deer Park is lo- 
cated just a few miles east of Oakland 
off Route 135. In the early days of 
railroading in the nation Deer Park 
played host to travelers and dignitaries 
from all over the nation. The famous 


Deer Park Hotel, built by the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad, served as the 
central location for vacation activities. 
Presidents Grant, Harrison and 
Cleveland came to Deer Park for the 
summer holidays. 


For the guest, the Deer Park Hotel 
provided a heated swimming pool, 18 
hole golf course, Boiling Spring water, 
ballroom and name bands for enter- 
tainment. In addition to the main 
hotel structure, cottages were provided 
for those guests wishing to live 
secluded. 


Unfortunately, the hotel is gone. 
Several of the cottages are still 
standing and some of them are occu- 
pied by year around residents. AIl- 
though designated as cottages, many 
had in excess of 20 rooms! 


FAIRFAX STONE — Although 
actually in West Virginia, the Fairfax 
Stone may be of interest to visitors 
interested in Maryland’s_ colonial 
history. The stone is the marker set in 
1746 at the headwaters of the north 
branch of the Potomac River.

As the oldest and most historic 
section of Garrett County, Grantsville 
is the site of many historic landmarks. 
For example, the visitor will find the 
Casselman Hotel, built in 1824. It was 
first used by drovers and farmers 
traveling westward over the National 
Pike. Still in operation, the Casselman 
Hotel offers services to today’s 
traveler. 


The oldest grist mill in Garrett 
County, Stanton’s Mill, is located at 
Grantsville. The mill dates back to 
1797. Still in operation, Stanton’s Mill 
would be an interesting stop for any 
visitor. 

George Washington was in Grants- 
ville, too! In 1775 with General 
Braddock enroute to Fort Duquesne, 
Washington named the area near the 
Casselman Bridge “‘Little Crossings”’. It 
was here that Washington and 
Braddock crossed the Litte Youghio- 
gheny on their ill-fated expedition. 


There are other areas of interest in 
Grantsville, including numerous 
historical places, a branch of the Ruth 


Enlow Library and numerous fine 
restaurants. 


HERRINGTON MANOR STATE 
PARK — Located five miles north of 
Oakland near Swallow Falls, Herring- 
ton Manor offers a host of things to do 
and see.

ICE FISHING — In recent years, 
this sport has become a favorite winter 
pasttime on Deep Creek Lake. The 
best months are January and Febru- 
ary. The favorite catch is yellow perch, 
although pike, walleye, pickerel and an 
occasional trout are also caught. The 
best way to go is to bring your axe and 
fishing supplies, chop a hole in the ice, 
drop your line and wait for your first 
bite! 

Be sure to keep these two very 
important winter regulations: 


1) no vehicles except emergency 
vehicles shall be permitted on the ice 
of Deep Creek Lake at any time, and 

2) no swimming or diving shall be 
permitted in any area of Deep Creek 
Lake where the waters are covered by 
ice,

MUDDY CREEK FALLS — Muddy 
Creek Falls is in the Swallow Falls 
State Park. Its 64-foot plunge is the 
longest in the state of Maryland. The 
waterfall is one of the most beautiful 
sites in Garrett County. It is situated 
in a cool and towering forest where 
complete facilities have been provided 
for camping and picnicking. The land 
beside the falls is the site of the 1918 
camp of Henry Ford, Thomas Edison 
and Harvey Firestone.

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authentic early American setting, 
while pottery making on the potter’s 
wheel is demonstrated in the ‘‘cellar”’ 
of the cabin. A second log house has 
been constructed near the first for 
other early American crafts. 


Just east of the log house in a rustic 
cabin covered with weathered chestnut 
and white pine, a young lad is at work 
several days a week, whittling life-like 
birds and animals. This young man 
recently won a world championship 
for his carving of water birds. Just a 
stone’s throw from the cabins, across 
the Old Pike, a master craftsman in 
wood works Mondays through Fri- 
days, producing gradfather clocks 
which are sold throughout the East. 
To date, he has produced over 100 
clocks. 


Craft classes are also held at Cassel- 
meade, a two-story frame building 
near the woodworking shop during the 
summer months, with accent on 
weaving. A few sleeping rooms are 
available for students who come from 
a distance to enroll for courses of 
instruction. 


The handicrafts sold through the 
Penn Alps are primarily from the 
tristate area, though a total of some 
seven states are represented among the 
producers. The residents of the area 
are encouraged to continue’ the 
pioneer crafts of their forefathers, as 
well as developing contemporary crafts 
of good design. The large gift shop 
constructed in 1965 markets the crafts 
of some 900 producers who have 
taken advantage of this outlet. 


Constructed in 1818 as a stage- 
coach stop on the old National Road,

Winter’s Favorite Sport 


Penn Alps is located near the Cassel- 
man River and in the shadow of the 
Casselman River Bridge, the largest 
single-span arch in America at the time 
of its construction in 1813. (The high 
arch was intended to accommodate 
canal boats going up the river!) The 
lines of the old log inn have been 
greatly altered by five subsequent 
additions to the building, but the 
exposed logs can still be seen in the 
Dunbar Room on the north end of the 
building.

Cottage which is located on the north 
side of the old and once-famous Deer 
Park Hotel Resort, Deer Park, Mary- 
land, was designed and built by Mr. 
Josias Pennington in 1892. This is a 
large three-story summer cottage with 
fourteen rooms. On the first floor is 
the reception hall, living room, dining 
room, kitchen and laundry room, The 
main stairs lead from the reception 
hall to the second floor which has four 
chambers, two baths and large hall.

Mr. Pennington was a member of 
the firm of Baldwin and Pennington, 
prominent architects, of Baltimore. 
Among the buildings designed by the 
Baldwin and Pennington Firm were 
the Baltimore Police Department 
Headquarters, the addition to the 
State House in Annapolis and the 
Passenger Car Roundhouse at Mount 
Clare, now the B & O Railroad Trans- 
portation Museum, Baltimore. 


The Pennington family, with their 
servants, came to this summer home 
until about 1919, remaining until 
around the first of October when the 
hotel closed. As was the practice in 
those days, the family brought their 
horses and carriages with them from 
Baltimore. 


From 1919 until recently this 
cottage was run down and in need of 
repair. It is now restored and contains 
much of the original furniture. Also, 
some furniture of that period has been 
purchased and installed. The piazza 
which was also rebuilt is one of the 
largest in the county, if not the largest, 
and has the original porch furniture. 


The Pennington Cottage is located 
about three miles east of Mt. Lake 
Park, Maryland, on the south side of 
Route 135 on the old Oakland and 
Deer Park Road and is owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph Faulkner, who make 
it their home.

SKIING — The Wisp Ski Area, 
located at Deep Creek Lake, is Mary- 
land’s largest ski area. With an ele- 
vation of 3,080 feet and a vertical rise 
of 600 feet, Wisp provides excellent 
skiing for young and old, beginner or 
expert. There are several major ski 
runs and challenging trails on the 220 
acres of mountainside. The longest 
single run is 2 miles. A variety of lifts 
are in operation, including the famous 
double chair, rope tows, poma and 
T-bar lifts. A modern comfortable base 
lodge houses a cafeteria, ski rental 
shop, repair shop, Rudy’s Ski Shop 
(famous for ski apparel, accessories 
and equipment) and the Wisp Ski 
School. Ski classes are available in 
private and group sessions, including 
lessons for children. A new 48-unit 
two-story motel now provides addi- 
tional on-the-slope accommodations. 
Dormitory accommodations are also 
available. Snowmaking equipment has 
been expanded to supplement the 
natural snowfall of the area. Lights 
illuminate the mountain for night 
skiing several nights each week.

RESERVOIR — One of the most 
scenic and exciting rivers in Maryland 
is the Youghiogheny. Its waters flow 
through a vast unspoiled area from 
Southern Garrett County to north of 
Friendsville where it feeds the 
Youghiogheny Reservoir, a recreation 
and flood control project of the Army 
Corps of Engineers. The State of Mary- 
land is moving to preserve the 
Youghiogheny and keep it in its 
natural state. Many parts of the river 
and reservoir offer excellent fishing. 
Trout and bass are favorite catches. 
Although inaccessible in many places, 
a hike along the river from Friends- 
ville, south along old logging roads can 
be very rewarding to nature lovers, 
fishermen and hikers. A once-used 
railroad bed from Friendsville to the 
old logging town of Kendall offers an 
opportunity to see one of the few 
remaining wild, unspoiled areas of the 
country. Swallow Falls on _ the 
Youghiogheny River and Swallow 
Falls State Forest bordering the river 
offer several miles of hiking trails as 
well as camping sites.
